pressions and thanks for Janesville 
and o ir people.” 
"See w hat nice things they have 
sent us from Janesville.” exclaimed a 
woman with several small children. 
“ See there is a lot of little jackets 
w ith the store marks on them. 
They 
have never been worn by any one. 
How nice they are. God bless the peo­ 
ple of Janesville.” 
"Such nice sheets and pillow cases! 
They are ne w ones,” said another wo­ 
man who wanted a bed. She too was 
supplied 
from 
the Janesville store­ 
house. 
W ent Wild Over Clothing. 
."The wildest scene was when we 
opened the boxes picked with cloth­ 
ing,” said Mr. 
W i c s l o w . 
“ Even the 
local relief committee was astonished, 
aud wanted to kno v what clothing 
store we had shipped.

loaded, the people thought th a t their 
suffering was a t an end. 
"How did you find things un there,

queried the reporter. 
Suffering Not an B cd as Painted 
"W ell, I am going to make a report 
to the committee covering everything. 
I think the case has been exaggerated, 
Q uarterm aster Mahoney and Captain 
Clark, of the governors staff, were at 
Shell Lake w ith me, and they have 
the same opinion. 
Only tw o houses 
were left in Shell Lake, 55 houses, 
besides 
a 
chil reb 
and 
school 
house 
were 
burned. 
The 
men 
are 
all 
employed 
in 
the 
mills, and I rfas told that the mills 
were selling lum ber to the men for 
one and two dollars a thousand, ac­ 
cording to the lengths,and th at nearly 
all the houses were insured. 
If this 
be true, the picture has been highly 
colored. Canstock, a little ham let near 
Shell 
Lake, containing abou4 fifty 
people, was burned, only one house 
escaping; aud Baronett, near by, with 
a population of 
one hundred, was 
wiped out by the flames.

their w ants were attended to.

Lake will be rebuilt a t once, but I 
think the other two towns will be 
abandoned entirely.”

dents, injuries and many forms of 
disease; she is, in fact, more tenaci­ 
ous than man of the lim ited enjoy­ 
ments allowed her. 
Dr. Brandreth 
Symonds has collected and studied a 
. large number of statistics to illustrate 
•this interesting fact (American Jour­ 
nal of the Medical Sciences). 
The 
comparative mortality of the sexes at 
different ages shows that in the first 
year of life the 
m ortality of the 
fem ale is much less than that of the 
male. 
being 
at 
birth 92.04 
per 
I, GOO as 
against 
112. SO, 
and 
at 
the end of the year 31,87 as against 
35.08. 
This difference continues up to 
the fourth year. 
From 5 to Ii the 
fem ale m ortality is greater than that 
o f the male, being at the latter period 
.3,56 for males and 4.28 for females. 
At the age of 46 the male m ortality 
equals that of the female, the latter 
having been up to this time slightly 
in excess. 
During the years 40 to 56, 
the period of the climacteric, the male 
m ortality gaining rapidly 
on the 
female, being 0.32 per annum for the 
one and only 3. 47 for the other. Hence 
the climacteric is really a much more 
serious time for man than for woman. 
After 65 the female mortality gains on 
that of the male, but is alway slightly 
below it. 
Woman has not only a less 
m ortality but a greater longevity than 
man.
